An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
to  cause  any  private  street,  lane  or  alley  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  to  be  paved  or  repaved,  when  necessary 
to  the  removal  of  any  nuisance  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  the  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  of  the  said  paving  or  repaying. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  when- 
ever any  nuisance  dangeroils  to  the  health 
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of  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  City  shall 

exist  in  any  private  street,  lane  or  alley  of 
tbe  City  of  Baltimore,  and  it  shall  be  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  in  order  to  remove  the 
same,  to  have  such  street,  lane  or  alley 
paved  or  repaved,  the  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  that  effect 
to  the  City  Engineer,  who  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  pave  or  repave  the  same;  and  the

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
whenever  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion shall  declare  that  no  nuisance  existed, 
or  that  the  paving  or  repaying  of  the  said 
street,  lane  or  alley,  was  not  necessary  to 
the  removal  or  abatement  of  a  nuisance,  or 
that  such  nuisance  was  caused  by  an  act  or 
ordinance  of  said  city,  or  its  officers  in  the 
execution  of  their  duties,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Comptroller  immediately  there- 
after to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Register

Section  1.    Be  it  Ordained  by  the  }f<tjj<>r     Reguiating 
and   City   Council   of   Baltimore^    That   it       JfitdTS re- 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  the  City       voivers.

(a)  The  person  before  giving,  loaning  or 
selling  a  pistol  or  revolver  shall  stamp  or 
affix,  or  have  stamped  or  affixed  (if  not  al- 
ready so  stamped  or  affixed)  upon  some  con- 
spicuous part  of  said  pistol  or  revolver  an 
ineffaceable  mark  of  identification,  such  as

Tax  Court  shall  each  give  bond  for  the

116.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any 
person  employed  in  building  or  repairing 
any  house  to  occupy  one-third  of  any  street, 
lane  or  alley  of  the  city,  clear  of  the  foot-

ings arc  being  erected  or  repaired,  with  the 
materials  necessarily  used  in  erecting  and 
repairing  such  buildings,  until  the  same  be 
covered  or  repaired,  and  sixty  days  there- 
after, and  no  longer,  under  the  penalty  of 
forfeiting  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  day 
the  same  shall  be  suffered  to  remain  there- 
after ;  also  to  use  and  occupy  one-third  part 
of  such  street,  lane  or  alley  in  front  of  such 
lot  with  plastering  mortar  and  other  ma- 
terials necessary  for  plastering  such  house

freight  shall  be  so  transported;  to  regulate 
and  determine  the  character,  size  and 
number  of  cars  in  which  said  goods  or 
freight  shall  be  transported,  and  the  hours 
during  which  the  same  shall  be  trans- 
ported, and  generally  to  make  all  regula- 
tions and  rules  for  the  government  of 
such  traffic,  and  to  change  the  same  from 
time  to  time. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
each  company  authorized  hereby  to  operate 
cars  over  the  tracks  or  rails  authorized  here- 
by shall  charge  five  cents,  and  no  more,  for 
the  conveyance  by  it  of  each  passenger  over 
twelve  years  of  age,  and  three  cents,  and  no 
more,  for  each  child  between  the  ages  of 
four  and  twelve  years,  from  any  point  on 
any  of  its  lines  of  railway  within  the  present 
city  limits  of  Baltimore,  or  as  the  same  may 
be  hereafter  extended  from  time  to  time, 
to  any  other  point  on  any  of  its  lines  of  rail- 
way within  the  present  city  limits  of  Balti- 
more, or  as  the  same  may  be  hereafter  ex- 
tended from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  consideration  of  the  several  rights,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  herein  granted  to  the 
Baltimore  Terminal  Company,  the  Wash- 
ington, Baltimore  and  Annapolis  Electric 
Railway  Company  and  the  Baltimore  and 
Annapolis  Short  Line  Railroad  Company, 
each  of  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  as- 
signs, hereby  agrees  to  pay  and  shall  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in 
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quarterly  instalments,  on  the  first  days  of 
.January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each 
and  every  year  a  tax  of  four  and  one-half 
mills  for  every  passenger  above  the  age  of 
twelve  years,  and  of  two  and  seven-tenths 
mills  for  every  passenger  between  the  ages 
of  four  and  twelve  years,  carried  by  it,  re- 
spectively, over  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  any  part  thereof,  for  a  whole  or  part

streets,  and  also  without  regard  to  the  fact 
whether  such  passenger  has  boarded  the 
car  within  or  without  the  city  limits,  as  the 
same  now  exist  or  may  be  hereafter  extended 
from  time  to  time;  and  each  of  the  said 
grantees  also  agrees  to  pay  and  shall  also 
pay  to  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  in  quarterly  instalments,  on  the 
first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  Octo- 
ber of  each  and  every  year,  a  tax  of  one  per 
cent,  upon  their  respective  gross  receipts 
derived  from  mail,  baggage,  express  matter, 
milk,  truck  and  light  freight  carried  by  it, 
respectively,  over  any  of  their  respective 
lines  from  or  to  any  point  on  the  tracks 
hereby  authorized  within  the  present  limits 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  as  the  same  may 
be  hereafter  extended  from  time  to  time 
without  regard  to  the  place  of  origin  or  des- 
tination of  said  mail,  baggage,  express  mat- 
ter, milk,  truck  and  light  freight,  and  the 
Baltimore  Terminal  Company  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
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tirnore  the  sunt  of  five  hundred  dollars,  said 
sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  upon  commencement  of 
work  by  it  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
upon  the  failure  of  the  said  grantees,  or  any 
of  them,  their  successors  or  assigns,  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
this  ordinance,  the  rights,  privileges  and 
franchises  hereby  granted  shall  be  and  be- 
come wholly  null  and  void. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
neither  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  nor 
anything  contained  herein,  especially  the 
provision  herein  for  compensation  to  the 
city,  shall  be  taken  as  in  anywise  prejudic- 
ing the  pending  contention  of  the  city  with 
reference  to  the  assessability  and  taxability 
of  street  franchises  or  easements.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Luzerne  Land  Company 
of  Baltimore  City  to  grade  and  pave  with  vitrified 
brick  the  beds  of  Orleans  street  and  Jefferson  street, 
respectively,  from  the  east  side  of  Lakewood  avenue  to 
the  west  side  of  Patuxent  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mai  for 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The 
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Luzerne  Land  Company  of  Baltimore  City 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  grade,  curb 
and  pave  with  vitrified  brick,  on  a  sand  base, 
the  beds  of  Orleans  street  and  Jefferson 
street,  respectively,  from  the  east  side  of 
Lakewood  avenue  to  the  west  side  of  Patux- 
ent  street;  said  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  and  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City  Engineer. 


Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That 
before  commencing  the  work  authorized  to 
be  done  under  this  ordinance,  the  said  The 
Luzerne  Land  Company  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  such  penalty  and 
with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  the  Mayor 
shall  approve,  that  the  said  work  shall  be 
done  in  strict  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance,  and  that  it  Avill  keep  said 
pavement  in  repair  for  the  period  of  two 
years  next  ensuing  after  its  completion;

Description. 


An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Charles  F.  Mand- 
ler  to  place  an  electric  sign  in  front  of  his  premises, 
on  South  Gay  street,  known  as  Nos.  4  and  6  South 
Gay  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
Charles  F.  Mandler  to  construct  and  place 
an  electric  sign  in  front  of  his  premises  on 
Gay  street,  known  as  Nos.  4  and  6  South 
Gay  street;  the  said  sign  to  be  constructed 
and  placed  in  accordance  with  the  following 
specifications,  that  is  to  say : 

(a)  That  the  said  sign  is  to  be  of  horizon- 
tal design,  with  transparent  facings,  the  di- 
mensions of  the  sign  being  two  feet  wide  by 
eight  feet  high. 

(6)  That  the  said  sign  is  to  display  the 
word  "Mandler,"  and  is  to  be  illuminated 
by  such  a  scheme  of  electric  lighting  as  will 
be  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.

sion, in  the  year  1898,  the  said  Act  being  Article  4, 
entitled  "City  of  Baltimore,"  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  issuance  of  the  stock  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  five  million  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  all  the  costs  and  expenses  of  converting  the 
entire  valley  or  basin  of  the  Gunpowder  River,  in 
Baltimore  County,  and  its  dependencies,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  from  the  present  dam 
at  the  lower  end  of  Loch  Raven,  in  said  county,  to 
the  upper  end  of  the  village  of  Phcenix,  in  said  county, 
or  to  such  point  above  said  village  as  may  be  neces-
